“Goodness gracious, there’s a 
fly 
at this ,ti*me of the yearn! 
Doesn’t it 
beat all how they hang on!” 
Yes, if 
eebtainly does. 
W e used 
to 
read 
•that a fly lived only a week or so at 
the most, hut recently the birth rec­ 
ords have been kept of some of the 


oldest known individuals and one liv­ 
ed to the ripe old age o/f ihroe months 
and one day. 
But he was kept under 
conditions very 
favorable 
to 
the 
longevity of a fly— plenty to eat and 
a cool temperature. 
Insects 
seem 
born with just so much energy to use 
up. 
The If aster they live, the sooner 
they die. 


The wautmth of summer keeps them 
active and then they soon 
exhaust 
themselves with family ca«res; 
c’ar- > 
ousings about the 
sugar bowl 
and 
molasses pitcher. 
But in winter their 
ardor is cooled and 
their 
activities 


lessened, so consequently they 
live 
quieter and much longer lives at this 
season, it not exposed to freezing. 
Th'oSre n'ow in 
houses 
were born 
sotmetilne in the autumn and will die 
df senility, if «nothing 
else, 
before 
spring— «which is encouraging. 
All of next year’s flies nine at 
the 
boftom oif the manure piles, shut up 
in small, dairk brown caps-ules.

first ones will emerge during

earliest warm days, perhaps even 'lie-

In the .spring each 
female gives 
birth to several hundred young. The 
young ones plant their beaks in the 
bark, shed their six 
legs, 
secretes 
a waxy covering over their hacks and 
settle down 
to business. 
Three or 
four generations o f the pest are pro­ 
duced during the summer, so that 
each infested 
tree 
stands 
little 
chance of healthy growth or of pro­ 
ducing a crop of salable fruit. 
Fortunately there is a sure remedy 
for fhis pest. 
Lime-sulphur may i>e 
purchased by the gallon or barrel, di­ 
luted in 
six 
parts 
of 
w ater and 
sprayed on the trees during a warm, 
dry spell in winter or early 
spring 
before the buds begin to open. Other­ 
wise it may injure the leaves. 
Oil preparations 
are 
also 
used 
with success. 
They have the advan­ 
tage of spreading better and 
being 
easier to use. 
One point to 
be 
remembered 
in 
spraying is that every bit of surface 
must be covered, for there may he 
¡enough scales on some neglected spot 
to repopulafe the entire tree in the 
spring. W hether or not spraying is 
effective, depends upon the man who 
does the job.
